@ target and the battle is on. 
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There is no need of saying 
there is confusion, and there 
is no use of saying there is 
not. All who are giving re- 
ligious matters any thought 
know that there is more con- 
fusion of Scriptures now than 
ever before. 

There is a reason for this. 
The Scriptures are read much 
more extensive than at any 
time since they were written, 
and people are becoming more 
emboldened to act as their 
own expositors. People who 
have never read the whole 
Bible through are free to ex- 
press their belief as to the 
meaning of certain passages. 
Those who do not know that 
the Bible is composed of sixty- 


six books with thirty-nine in 
the Old and twenty-seven in 
the New Testament have be- 
come teachers of the Sacred 
Word. Many who cannot 
commence at Genesis and re- 
peat the whole’ number 
through regularly to Revela- 
ation are claiming the ability 
to rightly divide the Word of 
Truth. 

Many of these wiseacres are 
able to quote Scripture and 
say ‘‘Itis written’’ as did Sat- 
an, but how many people 
able, as was Jesus, to say, ‘‘It 
is also written?’’ No Scrip- 
ture isof any private inter- 
pretation, but every part is 
dependent upon some other 
part for a correct exposition. 


Not a few are looking for 
something to contradict the 
statement of the ‘“‘other fel- 
low’’ and they don’t seem to 
see that they are really stand- 
ing in theirown light in many 


instances when they do it. 


Another thing that should 
be noted here is, that we are 
just merging from the dark- 
ness of the cloudy and dark 
day into the brilliant sunlight 
ofthe evening time just before 
the sun sets behind the tre- 
mendous mountains of the 
tribulation, and as in the daz- 
zling light of the sun as it 
shines out after a rain so that 
the tiny raindrops hanging 
about on the shrubbery and 
branches of the trees look so 
bright and_ glistening like 
diamonds, so the beautiful 
Scripture verses that used to 
appear so dim have suddenly 
become so bright and attract- 
ive that the people are fasten- 
ing their faith on them with- 
out thinking that there are 
many dthers that are shining 
just as bright and beautiful 
if they only knewtheir Bibles 
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well enough to turn to them 
and findthem. Because of a 
failure to do this the harmony 
is not complete and so some 
one runs out on a tangent 
proclaiming ‘‘Newlight! New 
light, I’ve found!’ and tries 
to enforce his “‘new doctrine’’ 
on some innocent simple 
hearted people who are hun- 
gry and thirsty 
spiritual blessings and in their 
innocency take whatever 
comes along and away goes a 
‘fad’? or “‘fake’’ that will not 
stand the more careful test of 
Scriptures. 

Honest? Why, certainly 
they are honest’ and they do 
not purposely ‘“‘handle the 
Word of God deceitfully,’’ but 
the confusion of Seriptures is 
largely due to natural and 
raental disarrangement rather 
than intentional deception. 
The natural should be crucifi- 
ed and the mental sanctified. 
‘The natural man _ receiveth 
not the things of the Spirit of 
God «x neither can he 
know them, because they are 
spiritually discerned.’’ (1Cor. 
2:14.) Therefore Paul who 
said he did not “‘hanale the 
Word of God deceitfully” de- 
clared emphatically, “I am 
crucified with Christ: never- 
theless I live, yet notI but 
Christ liveth in me: and the 
life which I now live in the 
flesh I live by the faith of the 
Son of God, who loved me, 
and gave himself for me.”’ 
(Gal. 2:20.) Our mental fac- 
ulties are useful and must be 
retained and brightened up by 
God's sanctifying power and 
process until we will cease 
from any selfish deceptive in- 
terpretation of Scripture. 

The natural must give way 


after some 


to the divine. ‘‘According 
as his divine power hath giv- 
en unto us all things that per- 
tain unto life and godliness, 
through the KNOWLEDGE 
of him that hath called us to 
glory and virtue. ‘‘Whereby 
are given unto us exceeding 
great and precious promises: 
that by these ye might be par- 
takers of the divine nature.” 
1Pet. 1:3,4. Our minds or 
mental faculties must be 
clothed upon by salvation and 
the mind of Christ, thus giv- 
ingus a sound mind which 
will never accept corrupt doc- 
trine, much less teach it. A 
few Scriptures here will ex- 
plain what I mean. 

Paul recognized the im- 
portance of having the mind 
renovated and protected for 
he said, ““And take the hel- 
met of salvation’? Eph. 6:17. 
And for an heimet. the hope 
of salvation. IPhes. 55%. 
The helmet in the armor of a 
soldier is a covering or pro- 
tection forthe head. ~“‘Be ye 
transformed by the renewing 
of your mind.’’? Rom. 12:2. 
Then as if to show the result 
of this transformation and re- 
newing of the mind he adds, 
‘Let this mind be in you, 
which was also in Christ Jes- 
us. Phil. 2:5. Then to put 
on the cap-stone and show 
the possibility of such a 
change being wrought in our 
lives while here on earth he 
says, “But we have the mind 
of Chyist.’” 1Cor. 2:16. 

When all this is completed 


and we have a Knowledge of 


the Bible so that it is possible 


to rightly divide the Word of 


truth, giving as a foundation 
for the teaching, precept and 
example, types and shadows, 


using both the Old and_ the 
New Testament Scriptures we 
have something upon which 
we can depend. 

Now with this plan outlined 
and the Spirit to guide into ali 
truth let us consider the theme 
that ought to interest every 
one living and especialy al] 
who are giving their attention 
to religions subjects with a 
view to obtaining eternal sal- 
vation. This theme is not one 
of minor importance, but is 
one that ranks high up among 
the highest. This theme we 
wish to consider is ‘‘Sancti- 
fication’? which is the special 
target in these days and the 
great battleison. Archflends 
of hell are arrayed against this 
doctrine and seem bent on 
eliminating it from the pages 
of Scripture as definite exper- 
lence sought and obtained 
subsequent to justification and 
prior to the baptism witn the 
Holy Ghost and fire. Many 
seem willing to accept it as a 
gradual growth, bat no one 
ever yet reached the point 
that way and could testify 
humbly and boldy that ‘“The 
Lord has sanctified me wholly 
hy His blood and IT know my 
heart is pure.’”?’ Not a few 
are trying to take it by ‘‘Sub- 
stitution,’’ claiming — that 
Christ is made unto them 
sanctification without any eff- 
ort on their part. 





The car- 
hal nature, that is enmity 
against God, not subject to 
the law of God neither indeed 
can be, still in them, and yet 
declare they are sanctified 
wholly as a matter of substitu- 
tion. What deception! What 
pervertion of Scripture! And 
to their eternal regret when 
their eyes are fully opened at 
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‘and offerings. 





the judgment. Another class 
are teaching to suppress the 
‘fold man,’’ hold him down 
but don’t dethrone him. How 
does that sound fn compari- 
son to Paul who: shows no 
quarters to the old gentleman, 
but se ys to “put him off. Col. 
3:9, “‘erucify him’ hom. 6: 
9, Gal. 5:24? Still others 
are trying to show that when 
one’s sins are forgiven that 
they are sanctified and not 
until they are sanctified are 
they justified. This is some 
more decayed matter tha 
smells worse than brimstone. 
Paul says, ““lherefore being 
justified by faith, we have 
peace with God through our 
Lord Jesus Christ.’’ Rom. 5: 
1. A treaty of peace between 
two countries is made after 
there has been war. One 
country has surrendered and 
given up the fight. But it 
has often been the case, even 
after a treaty of peace, that 
those same countries would 
war with each other again he- 
cause the thing that caused 
the war was not removed or 
destroyed. ,

T consider this t of vast im- 
portance. 

First, because aul forewarned 
us, we are in perilous times, when 
the enemy is bringing divisions 
caused by introducing new doctrines, 
causing some to pull off one way, 
and some another way from the 
truth. For instance, one will say 
‘*T don’t believe in organization,’’ 
another will follow the one grace 
theory, another won’t use wine for 
sacrament, another the holy kiss 
applies both to men and women, 
another, ‘““I must go back to the 
Jewish Sabbath,’’ another baptizes 
three times, in name of the Father, 
Son and Holy Ghost, another men 
must wear long hair, which Paul 
said was a shame.

Paul says something about the 
church coming to the unity of the 
faith, and the saints coming to a 
standard of perfection.

It must come through the apos- 
tles, prophets, evangelists, pastors 
and teachers.

No, but the doctrine of 
holiness (holy living) prompted by 
an actual second work of grace in 
the heart, or really the law written 
in the heart, then tarrying for the 
Pentecostal Baptism then you are 


free indeed.
